How the Airship Blew Up. 


At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon a wind 
suddenly sprang up, and some the 
wealthier wise bystanders called the at- 
tention of the officers to the fact that 
a storm was brewing, and advised 
them to secure the Dalloon. Thelr 
warnings were unheeded. 

Tae thalloon swayed ta and “from, 
sometimes raising a few feet from the 
ground. ‘At 2:58 o'clock, a formidable 
gust of wind struck the airship broad- 
side. At first, the eraft keeled over 
and tnen her bows rose in the air, car- 
rying ‘with them a number of soldiers 
Bolding the ropes. After polsing for a 
Moment at a height of fifty feet, the 
@irship returned to the earth, even more 
suddenly than it afose, and came crash- 
ing to the ground. With a thunderous 
report, the forward motor exploded. 
From the bows of the balioon shot forth 
a vivid flames, while from the rear es- 
caped thick clouds of black smoke, 
which caused the entire structure to 
disappear from the view of the thou- 
sands of spectators. When the air clear- 
ed, the baligon was seen lying in an 
open field, ona high plateau. with only 
the tagged, tangled strips of the aluml- 
num envelope still remaining. The metal 
stays and bands and portions of the 
motors were strewn about in pieces like 
old iron, 

Four persons were injured by the 
fiying debris. ‘Count Zeppelin escap- 
ed uninjured. 

Most Ricinekutic Voyage. 


The Zenmpelin airship had just com- 
pleted the most remarkable voyage in 
the history of aerial navigation. It left 
the Lake of Constance yesterday morn- 
ing for a trip to Mayence and return. 
The flight was successful In a great 
many ways. The machine responded 
absolutely to the control of its pilots, 
and was navigated over the Lake of 
Constance, down the 
Rhine, over Strassburg and several! oth- 
er cities, and was expected at Fried-

In the meantime, and be- 
fore the rates became effective, certain 
shippers in Georgia appeareqd before 
Judge Speer seeking to restrain the 
roads from putting the rates into ef- 
fect. Judge Speer granted the restrain- 
ing order, and an unusual situation 
Was Created with a certain rate in 
effect in Georgia, and another rate in 
Other states.

He aiso referred to evidence that the 
commission knew Jake Moore was re- 
ceiving pay from lessees. This ‘he de- 
nied. He declared when the fact was 
brought to the attention of the commis- 
Sion that deputy wardens were receiving 
pay from lessees the matter was inves- 
tigated and on March 7 last, an order 
was issued forbidding the continuance 
of this practice. 

ln regard to the cases of alleged cruel- 
tv and inhuman treatment. he said the 
commission had made an investigation 
in everygcase in which réports of sucn 
cages reached their ears. In one in- 
stance thev had the warden indicted. 
in several instances Wardene were in- 
dicted by arand juries. tried and ac- 
aguitted. Chairman Turner insisted that 
such action by the courts and their fail- 
ure to punish inen accused of crime 
could not ve chargeygl against the cum 
InjIssivn. 

Commission's Custom in Awarding 


Convicts. 


Chairman Turner when being cross- 
examined. went into detail in regard to 
the commission's rulé in awarding con- 
victs to lessees. He held that the com- 
mission was limited to original lessees 
jn awarding convktts. No matter Dow 
many other firms might want them, he 
said thé commission felt that they couid 
only deal with the men who had origi- 
naliv contracted to take convicts under 
the acts of the lagisiature authorizing 
such lease. 

If. during the terms of the lease, the 
state had on its hands more convicts 
tnan were originaliy contracted for, the 
option on them must be given to each 
Original lessee on the basis of the pro- 
portion of his original bid to the tota! 
number to be disposed of bv the state 
at the time comtracts were made. If a 
man had contracted for 500 convicts 
Originally. Cnairman ‘Turner heid thet 
under the law and the contract the com- 
mission could deliver him /j.000 if taere 
whould be a considerable increase in 
the prison popuiation of the atate. Un- 
der the contract. they could force a jes- 
eee to take such additional men, though 
mo provision was made for this under 
the terms of the legislative act. Chair- 
man Turner heid that the iaw contem- 
Dilated that aii able-bodied convicts of 
the State should be leased. 

Chairman Turner was particularly se- 
vere upon Joel Hurt. whom he said had 
givan the commission more trouble than 
anv lessee they ever had to deal with. 

As t6 Jake Moore. witness said he was 
not a sworn officer of the State, Dut 
held the place of chief keeper of thea 
penitentiary by appointment of the com- 
mission. Simce the administration of 
Governor Atkinson, Moore had heen 
paid $140 a month bv executive war- 
rant.

‘These witnesses are the very best 
men in their communities, being minis- 
ters of the goSpel, lawyers, physicians, 
bankers, merchants, and farmers, and 
eaah of them is more or less familiar 
with prevailing conditions of camps in 
the vicinity of which they live. They 
are men who have no connection what- 
ever with the camps, the contractors, 
or the officials in charge, who have no 
grievances against either, and whose 
lives have been spent in obedience and 
not rebellion to the law. We have no 
right, perhaps, to demand, but only urge 
reapectfuliy that tihey be heard, that 
truth may be established.

A. Rhymes, who was in charge of the 
Harris case when Dr. Green arrived. 
Dr. Rhymes had no connection with 
the camp. He said an examination of 
Harris’ body showed no bruises or 
other marks which indicated that he 
had been whipped. 

As to the death of Jim Bankston at 
Sugar Hill camp, in Bartow county, 
witness said the coroner’s jury: found 
that Bankston came te his death from 
a whipping administered by Warden 
Tomlinson. The warden was discharg- 
ed by the commission, indicted by the 
grand jury and trieq for involuntary 
manslaughter, but was acquitted. 
Chairman Turner said: “If Tomlinson 
was really guilty, we could have done 
no more than was done—dismiss him 
and have him prosecuted. This was 
done. The only court which could try 
him and punish him if guilty, acquittdd 
him. This case is res-adjudicate.” 

In regard to Alex Lee, or “Abe” 
Winn, witness said commission never 
hed reason to doubt that the boy’s 
death resulted from tuberculosis, and 
not from whipping. He submitted ar- 
fidavits from Warden John D. Goode 
to the effect that stories told by Keith, 
Cochran and Tatum was false. He suz- 
gested that the committee call as a 
witness Dr. J. H. Hendrix, of Jasper, 
Ga. .who was physici@n at Duranim 
when Winn died. He said a brother 
of Winn, told Undertaker J. W. Gilies- 
pie that Abe was dying of consump- 
tion. He also submitted an affidavit 
of Dr. T. B. McKeown verifying the 
official records at Durham. 

Witness next took up the case of the 
man sweated to death at Jakin. He 
said the commission believed this death 
was due either to cruelty or careless- 
ness; and swore out before J. P. Biood- 
worth in Atlanta a@ warrant charging 
the yardman who committed the Act, 
and the physician who reported the 
man’s death, with the crime of murder. 
Jake Moore the pene and

The W. B. Lowe Bid. 


As to the bid of W. B. Lowe. madé In 
1898, Chairman Turner stated that the 
full record of that affair was embodied 
in the minutes of the commission. The 
commission did not wish to lease con- 
victs for work in the turpentine bus- 
iness as the expense of guarding the 
men was too heavy. The highest bid 
received from parties engaged in other 
business were as follows:

All these bids were accepted by the 
commission. The next highest bids were 
those of W. B. Lowe at $86. His bids 
were for the Chattahoochee Brick Com- 
pany, 500; Dade Coal Company, 300; 
Donalsonville plant. 300: Durham mines, 
250; Enterprise Lumber Tompany, 200; 
Parrott Lumber Company, 150: 
Mitchell Company. 150: W. W. Dixon & 
Co.. 126: Flynt River Lumber Company, 
100: W. H. Mattox 125. For these 
2.200 convicts. Mr. Lowe. as agent, of- 
fered $96 per capita per annum. The 
commission called up Mr. Lowe over the 
phone and informed him that if he 
‘would bid $08 that 700 convicts would 
be awarded him. The revised bid was 
made and accepted. 


Where Hurt Was Interested. 


Witness said: “The commission had 
the right to reject any and all bids and 
make such other contracts as in their 
judament was for the best interest of 
the state. When Mr. Lowe designated 
the companies for whom his last offer 
was made, he left out the company in 
which General Anderson and the Hurts 
were interested. stating that they were 
unwilling to allow him to go higher 
than the origina) bid of $96. General 
Anderson and the Hurts then endeavor- 
ed to prevail upon the commission to 
settle the auestion of fact and law De- 
tween them and Lowe. which the com- 
mission declined to do. Hurt then went 
imto the court and endeavored to enjoin 
the commission and Lowe from making 
the contract. The courts decided against 
him. Hurt has been unfriendly to the 
commission from that time until now. 

Witness stated, he believed the com- 
bination represented by Mr. Lowe was 
fliegal and was organized for the pur- 
pose of bearing the price of convicts. 

Witness then took up the’ controver- 
gies between the commission and Joel 
Hurt, and insisted that Hurt was most 
unreasonable. He also submitted an 
affadavit from J. M. Bibb, of Birming- 
ham, Ala., in refutation of the charge 
made in The Atlanta Georgian, that 
Bibb had paid $250 to secure a@ pardon, 

In conclusion he said: 

“We atate that for ten years each of 
us have endeavored to discharge our 
duty to the state ag prison commis- 
sion.rs, honestly and without fraud or 
corruption, with no friends to favor and 
mo enemies to punish We doubtless 
have committed many errors of judg- 
ment, an@ have made many mistakes, 
but that we have permitted acts of 
cruelty, or inhumanity, or that we have 
winked at malfeasance, or misfeasance 
we most emphatical., ,ery.

Witness stated that he had not visited 
many camps lately.

Delivery of “Over” Men. 

Asked about the method of the com- 
mission in furnishing ‘‘overs” to las- 
sees, H@ said the location of the men 
and of the camp desiring them entered 
into the calculation. 

Mr. Felder: “Do you consider that 
vou have the right to deliver to the 
lessees more convicts than the original 
bid called for?” 

Mr. Turner: ‘‘Unquestionably. I do 
not think there is the slightest doubt 
about it.” 

Mr. Felder: ‘“‘Have you the right to 
deliver them to other parties than the 
original lessees?” 

Mr. Turner: “I do not think 80.

Mr. Felder asked witness if he could 
furnish committee list showing present 
location of “‘overs.” He said that he 
thought he could, and would do so. 

Man Killed at Fulton Camp. 


Regarding a 'man being killed at the 
Fulton county road camp, witness stated 
that the prison:commission made 4&4 
thorough investigation of the report, 
and found ft to be untrue. 

He said that members of the prison 
commission did notsinspect the county 
road camps, but that inspectors did. He 
said that he did not know of any iIr-+ 
regularities dn these camps, as-the in- 
apectors had reported none. 

When asked if there were any trials 
as the result of the eounty C&mps not 
complying with the rules, he mentioned 
four, .nemely, . Lowndes, Oglethorpe, 
Coffee, and Jackson. He said there were 
no finas imposed, but camps were brok- 
en up. He said that he had no knowl- 
edge of any cruelty existing in any 
road camps, He said he had no in- 
formation regarding the case of the man 
lying in the out-house at the Coweta 
county road camp, until after it was 
reported to the legislature. 

When asked about Jake Moore’s state- 
ment that he_had no real office, or 
title, gave no bond,j)and took no oath, 
Mr. Turner stated that none of the 
wardens were required to do this, and 
that there wes no rule or lew requir- 
ing it. He said there was no such of- 
fice as chief warden provided for in the 
act. The prison commission had des- 
ignated Moore as such, and that he 
drew a salary of $100 originally, and 
was later paid $40 a month for inspect- 
ing misdemeanor camps, and that this 
salary was paid by executive warrant. | 

Witness testiffed that under the act,

He cited 
a case as follows: lf Cobb county 
Should sell misdemeanor convicts of 
that county to an unauthorized camp 
in Worth county, he would take the 
matter up with the Worth county au- 
thorities. Invariably they told him they 
had no such camps. As a result he 
could not do anything. He said that he 
had been urging for some time that 
these camps be broken up by the legis- 
lature, and that legislation was the 
Only thing that could break them up 
successfully. 

Rules as to Sudden Death. 


He sadd where there is a sudden 
death, the rules require the warden to 
get a certifled capy of the proceedings 
of the coroner's jury and verdict follow- 
ing the inquest and forward +*same to 
the commission. 

die was asked if he had ever heard 
of one convict killing another with a 
pickax, and he answered that he had 
not until it was brought out in this in- 
vestigation. 

Regarding the rule issued last April, 
that wardens iwere to receive no pay 
from the lessees, he stated that the 
prison commission had not investigated 
to see if the rule waly wvetng complied 
with, but did Intend to see that it was 
enforced. 

Witness testified that no audit had 
been made of the books at the. state 
farm at Milledgeville. He said that 
Coombs made a report of the moneys 
on his pay roll, and sent in duplicate 
deposit slips when money was deposit- 
ed in bank.

Regarding the men at the state farm
